THE PIKE DEMON. 


Frame Stores and the Post 


Office at Mt. Zion -Wiped 


Out of Existence. 


Loss About $0,000; Insurance Light. 


The town of Jit. Zion, in this county, 


was visited by the fire demon last night, 
which resulted in the total destruction of 
two frame store buildings, in one of which 
was located the government post office. 
The origin of the fire is wrapped in mys 
tery, as there was no fire in either of the 
buildings 
yesterday, and 
everything 


seemed to be in proper shape up to 12 
o'clock last night, when Mr. Charles 
Fletcher was at the village depot to meet 
his mother, who arrived on the midnight 
train. Mr. Fleteher returned home, about 
a quarter of a mile distant, when on 
looking back he saw the buildings on fire. 
The alarm was given nt once and the peo- 
ple of the town turned out with buckets 
to put out the fire which was soon raging 
furiously and got beyond control. 


The fire originated in the one-story 


frame building occupied by J. P. Smith 
as a general store, in which room was 
located the postoffice, James H. Jones, 
Postmaster. From this building the fire 
communicated with the A. B. Scott build- 
ing, a two-story frame, occupied by Mr. 
Scott. 
Besides these two buildings a 


small frame structure, also the property 
of Mr. Scott, was destroyed. 


THE LOSS. 


Mr. fe'eolt and Mr. Smith were the 


proprietors of general country stores. 
Mr. Scott carried a stock of goods valued 
at 83,000, which was nearly covered by 
insurance in the "Home," of New York. 
Mr. Smith's stock was valued nt nbont 
81,500, on which there was no insurance. 
The second rloor of the Scott building 
was occupied by the members of Mount 
Ziou Lodge, No. 300, I. O. O. F., as n 
lodge room. 
Even thing in this loom 


except the iccords of the lodge, which 
were in charge of the secretary, J. W. 
Conn, at his office, was consumed. Mr. 
Scott succeeded in saving a small portion 
of his stock, but the loss of Mr. Smith 
and Postmaster Jones is total. The build- 
ing occupied by Mr. Smith was the prop- 
erty of John Boice, of La Place, 111. 


THE MT. ZION HOTEL, 


of which Mr. R. L. Hockaday, formerh 
of this city, is proprietor, narrowly escap- 
ed destruction, and but for the hard work 
of citizens it would have been burned to 
the gi ouud. It is located on the opposite 
side of the street, 70 feet from where the 
fire was raging, and the wind was blowing 
in that direction. The heat was so in- 
tense that it was impossible for the men 
to get near it from the street and the 
bnrniag embers fell in showers upon the 
shingle roof. The roof ignited in several 
places, but the only thing that saved the 
house was a Niagara force purnp.-to which 
was attached 50 feet of hose. With this 
the roof was kept Hooded with water, and 
the side of the house exposed to the heat 
was kept dampened. A well containing 
40 feet of water, and a cistern, in which 
there were 25 barrels of water, were ex- 
hausted. 


Among the n'lbt persons who arrived at 


the scene of 
the conflagration 
were 


ArthurFletcher and Reuben Brownlee.— 
They gave the alarm, and soon a crowd of 
willing helpers assembled. Mr. Browulee 
started to enter Smith's store to remove a 
case of calico from the counter, but as he 
stood in the doorway two kegs of powder 
exploded with 
terrific forr-e, and Mr. 


Brownlee left at once, but not before his 
whiskers were badly singed. This explo- 
sion hastened the conflagration, and all 
three buildings were a smouldering mass 
of ruius at 2 o'clock. 


It in generally admitted that the fire 


was the work of an incendiary. The theory 
is that a thief had entered thepostolh'ce 
for the purpose of robbery, and that pur- 
posely or accidentally the paper in one 
corner of the office was ignited. 


The insurance on the Scott building is 


stated at $600, and the insurance on the 
Odd-Fellows' 
furniture at $400. The 


total loss is fixed nt about $9,000.

A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY. 


The Home of Frank Stlllrnan, Near Blue 


Blue Hound, the Scene of a Wife 


Beating- Scrape. 


On Saturday afternoon a sensational 


domestic tragedy occurred within a few 
miles of Blue Mound, in this county, 
meagre particulars of which have just 
reached us. The assailant was Benjamin 
F. Scott, an old hotel keeper at Blue 
Mound, and the victim was his portly 
wife, who left him on several occasions 
because of his intemperate habits. It ap- 
pears from statements made' that Mre. 
Scott has been keeping house for Mr. 
Frank Stillmau, near Blue Mound, and 
that on Saturday afternoon Scott went 
there and had an altercation 
with 


her, which ended in the hot-headed hus- 
band grasping a heavy monkey wrench 
with which he assaulted his wife in a 
cowardly manner, beating her unmerci- 
fully about the head and breast, and leav- 
ing her, as he supposed, dead. The aiarra 
was given by a young woman who came 
to Blue Mound, and a constable and a 
posse of citizens immediately started in 
pursuit of the would-be murderer. Scott 
was found hiding in a field. After a 
struggle, in which Scott was more or less 
injured, he was captured and taken to 
Blue Mound, where he was placed in the 
calaboose. 


Mrs. Scott, who is about 45 years of 


age, and the mother of a grown sou, is re- 
ported to be lying in a very dangerous 
condition. It is stated that she has slim 
chances of recovery. As the assault oc- 
curred in Christian county, Scott will be 
given his legal dose in Taylorville. 


Mr. and Mrs. Scott own property in 


Blue Mound worth about 8600, but the 
property is in the name of Mrs. Scott. 
She has repeatedly refused to give her 
husband money, and it is supposed that 
for this reason he beat his wife. 


Since the above was written we learn 


that on Sunday morning Scott was taken 
from Blue Mound to Taylorville and 
lodged in the Christian county jail. Mrs. 
Scott's injuries :irc quite serious. She 
was yet alive nt fi o'clock this morning. 
She received three deep cuts on her head, 
besides other injuries. The assault was 
the result of Mrs. Scott refusing to give 
her husband money to squander in intox- 
icating liquor.

I 
write to suggest that you should if possi- 
ble reorganize old Po.sf No. 1. I have 
the charter in my possession, and will 
gladly forward it to you for such a pur- 
pose, if it can be made available. You 
will remember that the original charter 
members were as follows: M. F. Kanau, 
G. R. Steele, Geo. H. Dunning, I. C. 
Pugh, J. H. Nale, 3. T. Bishop, C. Rieb- 
same, J. W. Rotith, B. F. Sibley, I. N. 
Coltrin, Jos. Prior and A. Tolaud. Some 
of them have been mustered out by the 
Supreme Commander, but I hope there 
are enough left to reorganize the old 
Pout.

A STRANGE CASE. 


Sudden and Mysterious Death of Samuel 


Fields Saturday Night. 


The chief topic of conversation about 


the city on Sunday was the sudden and 
mysterious death of a well-known colored 
citizen, named Samuel Fields, brother of 
Stanton Fields and Thomas Fields, a 
man of about 35 years, who was well liked 
by all his people, and leaves a widow and 
two children. His death occurred on the 
boulevard near J§]ge S. F. Greer's resi 
dence, at about 11 o'clock Saturday night* 
and resulted from an unknown cause, 
though physicians say he may have died 
from an aflectiou of the heart, lungs or 
kidneys. 


THE INQUEST 


was held in the undertaking rooms of 
Radcliti' & Bullard, to which place the 
body was removed. The witnesses exam 
ined were: Judge S. F. Greer and his 
daughter, Mrs. F. B. Caldwell, S. T. 
Keeler, William Warren, Edw. CaldweD, 
W. R, Abbott, John F. Quiun and Amanda 
Hagerman. The jury returned the fol- 
lowing verdict: 


"In the matter of the inquest upon the 


body of Samuel Fields, cole red, we, the 
jnry, having been dniy sworn according 
to law, after hearing the evidence, find 
that the deceased came to his death near 
the corner of West Prairie and North 
Church streets, in the city of Decatur, 
Macou Co., 111., at about 11 o'clock p. m., 
June 3, 1882, from some cause to the jury 
unknown."

Cyril Fuller, eeems to be very near the 
end of his long and useful life. His pil- 
grimage draws to a pescci'il close, as the 
sun sinks below the cloudless horizon on 
a summer's day. Mr. Fuller has been the 
senior warden of the parish since its or- 
ganization in 1855. Over fifty years ago, 
in 1827, he was a deputy to the General 
Convention of the Church from the Dio- 
cese of Vermont. He has lived to see the 
little one become a thousand, take root, 
and fill the land. And now, having pass- 
ed the age of fourscore, he calmly looks 
for the rest that remaineth to the people 
of God. The Church Militant will lose 
his labors of love, but in the church at 
rest he will still send up his prayers for 
the coming of the victory over the world. 


The deceased was instrumental in form- 


ing St. John's church in Decatur. He 
was the first communicant.

MRS DAVIS ACQUITTED 


Termination of a Lon# Drawn Out Trial 


by a Verdict of "Not Guilty.' 


After a trial consuming nearly n week s 


time in the somewhat celebrated case of 
The People against Mrs Elizabeth Dams, 
indicted for assaulting Jack Lahey with 
a pistol with intent to kill, a verdict of 
"not guilty" was returned last evening 
after a consideration of about thirty min- 
utes 
On the first ballot the vote stood 


eight for acquittal and four for convic- 
tion. The second ballot resulted in a 
unanimous verdict of acquittal 


The prosecution of Mrs Davis was con- 


ducted rigidly and earnestly by Mr. 
Johns, who was ably assisted by Mr C 
C Clark 
These gentlemen labored hard 


for the conviction of the accused, and 
made out what was considered a strong 
case against her, but none of tbe witnesses 
for the People could swear that the shoot- 
ing wws done on that memorable night of 
Nov 29th last by Mrs. Davis, aud the tes- 
timony by witnesses for the defense was 
such as to bewilder the jury and leave 
the impression that it was doubtful wheth- 
er or not the shooting was done by the 
accused 
It was shown that great confn 


Bion prevailed in the room where the 
shooting occurred and that all tte parties 
were drunk 
The jurv, we learn, ga>e 


the testimony of Carroll no weight 


The arguments of Mi. Johns and Mr. 


Clark were masterly efiorts, going over 
the whole ground in detail. The counsel 
for the defense, Mr Buckingham, Mr 
Hutchison and Mr Lee, also made strong 
arguments, dwelling at gieat length upon 
the conflicting character of the testimony, 
and laying great stress upon the point 
that there was plaml) considerable doubt 
as to the guilt of Mrs. Davis 


Judge Wilkin went to supper while the 


jury was out, and when he returned the 
veidict was read, wheieupon Mia Davis 
manifested hei satisfaction at the leeult 
by almost shouting for joy She declared 
repeatedly that she was innocent of the 
crime preferied against her, and tint God 
knew she was innocent 


The acquittal of Mrs Davis does not 


lelease her fioru custody 
She was given 


a jail sentence at the December tenn of 
couit foi violating the hquoi and other 
laws 
Sle was fined about "51400 and 


costs, nud oulercd to stand committed 
until the tne and cos'b are j>aid 
The 


jail sentence has now about expired, but 
until Mrs Davis pavs ovei about ^2200 
she will continue to iem 1111 an inmate of 
the county jail

The unfavorable prospect for the 


coming crop season is leading every 
where to a vigorous discussion of the 
labor question, which, despite its in- 
tricacies, and the combined efforts of 
capitalists to stave it off, it will be 
the imperative duty of this century 
to satisfactorily answer. Already the 
dry-goods-box philosopher consoles 
;he melancholy farmer with the idea 
that one bushel of corn at 0110 dollar 
3er bushel is really better than two 
wshel-; at fifty cents each, because 
here is but half as much to handle, 
utterly oblivions of the fact that it is 
not the same to the consumer of the 
corn, nor indeed to the farmer, since 


shows that "certain variations in the 
price of food and concomitant varia- 
tions in the amount of employment 
for labor are always accompajiied by 
an increase in the number of crimin- 
als committed." In Germany Oet- 
tingen and Mayr have reduced the 
relation between the price of food 
and the amount of crime to a law, as 
Morselli did with suicide. 


Mr. Grosvenor, of 
New York, 


shows us that since Nov. 1, 1S7S, the 
price of grain has advanced fifty per 
cent., meat forty-four, sugar and 
condiments fifteen, clothing twenty- 
six per cent. 
The average advance 


upon all articles included in his table 
is thirty-six and four-tenths per cent, 
while the dismal prospects for an 
average crop this year makes it prob- 
able that prices will still farther ad- 
vance. 
True, there has been a slight 


advance in wages; but that it is not 
at all commensurate with the advance 
in the cost of living is proven not 
only by statistics but by tho enor- 
mous increase of crime, multiplied 
strikes, and the clamors of commun- 
ists.

A MISTAKE. 


A meeting of the members of the 


congressional committee for this dis- 
trict was held at Clinton yesterday, 
at which it was decided to hold the 
nominating convention at Decatur 
on Tuesday, June 27th, the day 
preceding the state convention.

did nut know that it was for the pur- 
pose of calling a convention. 
The 


unanimous sentiment of the Repub- 
licans of Macon connty is that the 
convention should not be held until 
the latter part of August. 
There 


are many good reasons for a late 
convention, bat it is not necessary to 
refer to all. 
The district is a new 


one, and one half of the voters are 
strangers to the other half. 
They 


need time for getting acquainted, 
and for canvassing the fitness and 
availibility of the different candi- 
dates. In one connty there is an 
unfortunate 
controversy 
(just as 


there is every two years) and it is 
altogether probable that the remain- 
ing counties will have to step in and 
settle it. If this is to be done there 
ought to be a little more time afford- 
ed in which to study the situation, 
for if it is done on the spur of the 
moment it is liable to be done in a ] 
way that may not be satisfactory. 
The McLean county muddle is not 
of our seeking, and we should not be 
called upon to act as umpire in the 
game without time to come to a fail- 
understanding of its merits.

THE GREAT STRIKE. 


The iron-workers' strike promised 


for the first clay of June was duly 
inaugurated yesterday. 
At Pitts- 


bnrg all the mills but one put out 
their fires. At St. Louis 1200 oper- 
atives in the various iron mills have 
quit work, and two of the trills are 
closed. At Cleveland the strike does 
not seem to be so complete. 
The 


nine iron mills at Cincinnati, Cov- 
ington and Newport are closed, with 
1300 men out of work. 
The North 


Chicago rolling mill closed yesterday, 
on account of the strike of its 2,000 
operatives. 
The same state of af- 


fairs seoms to exist at all points 
where iron is manufactured, and it 
is estimated that more than 100,000 
iron workers will be idle within a 
week. 
The strike, it is feared, will 


bproad to other departments of busi- 
ness, and the outlook is anything 
but encouraging.
